REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Your police department has the largest number of full-time employees of any 
town department plus a large number of part-time employees. We are responsible 
for the greatest volume of paperwork and a budget second only to the highway 
department. 


I have been chief for eight years and during this time the town has grown 
not only in population but in number of residences and businesses. The traffic 
flow on Rte. 125 is at times almost bumper to bumper from the state line to the 
Kingston line. A great deal of department time is spent in this area handling 
accidents and incidents at businesses. 


As the town has grown, the department has also grown. Eight years ago, 
the department was staffed by the chief, one officer, one part time clerk and 
approximately one dozen part time men. The department now has four full time 
men, a chief, two full time clerks and an average part time force of between 
fourteen and twenty officers. A full time and a part time officer have been 
elevated to the rank of sergeant. 


In 1983, all part time officers must be state certified. This vear, under 
the direction of the Plaistow Police Department, classes have been given to 
train and assist part time officers in all areas needed to pass the certification 
tests. These classes have been held weekly at the Town Hall and Timberlane 
High School under the direction of Officer Herbert Stacy, aided by Sergeant 
William Query and guest speakers. The Plaistow Police Department is the only 
department in the entire state authorized to conduct these training sessions. 
Officer Stacy's background as a teacher was instrumental in gaining state 
approval of these classes and men and women have already received certificates 
of accreditation as a result of attendance. 


The department now as a K-NINE CORP. Officers Herbert Stacy and Robert 
Waters and their dogs Sneaky and Sargent, successfully completed the rigorous 
canine training course at Mass. Criminal Justice Training Council, Westborough, 
Massachusetts and hope the dogs will prove an asset to the department. 


Two part time female officers are qualified in firearms and other areas 
and are no longer serving only as matrons but are working details. 


The Police Association, revamped in August 1980 and became the Plaistow 
Law Enforcement Agency, PLEA. New officers were elected and the organization 
will once again be working in civic areas and for the benefit of the department. 


During 1980, $3,116.90 was returned to the town by the department from 
parking tickets, gun permits and insurance receipts. 


The police station is open Monday through Friday from 8:00 a.m. until 4:00 
p.m. Calls are taken in the office during this time period and by the Rockingham 
County Sheriff's Dispatch and relayed via radio, during the other times. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank all the dedicated men and women 
of the department for their continued cooperation and steadfastness under 
Sometimes difficult situations. One officer, in particular, John Colby. I 
have been unable to ascertain the exact date John's service began, because

Town Hall records are not available, but he has been part of Plaistow's law 
enforcement body for over forty years. Thank you, John, for always being 
ready to answer a call and for the quiet, dedicated, efficient service you 
so willingly give the town. 


I would also like to thank Ignatius 'Pete"™ Fournier, who retired this year 
after twenty-five years as a part time officer and former part time officer 
Walter O'Connor, who was instrumental in founding the Police Association. 


Finally on behalf of the entire department, I would like to thank 
fellow residents, the Board of Selectmen, the Fire Department, the Highway 
Department, the staff at the Town Hall, Police of neighboring towns, State 
Police and the Rockingham County Sheriff's Department for assistance during 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The fire department answered a record 255 alarms during our 1980 year, 
(December 1, 1979 through November 30, 1980). Included were 31 medical assistance 
calls by the Rescue Squad. 


We were most fortunate in that only 18 chimney fires occurred in spite of 
the greatly increased use of wood stoves. The cooperation of wood stove users 
and the diligent work of our inspection division headed by firefighter Don 
Sargent, has been a major factor in keeping this type fire to a minimum. Proper 
installation and inspection of wood stoves and the periodic cleaning of chimneys 
is essential in the prevention of fire from this source. Don is to be congrat— 
ulated for his work in this area. 


The new Rescue Truck responded to over 100 calls in addition to the 31 
medical assistance calls mentioned above. The Jaws of Life were used on three 
occasions and proved to be a valuable asset to the department. Our thanks 
again to the Lions Club and to all who so generously donated to this cause. 


Of the 23 structure problems, two were totally destroyed and there was 
extensive damage to three structures. There was one instance of attempted 
arson. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the members of the Board 
of Fire Engineers, my fellow firefighters, other department heads, the Board 
of Selectmen and the staff at the Town Hall. The cooperation of all is greatly 
appreciated, 


The interest and dedication of the members of the Plaistow Fire Department 
is reflected in the everyday excellent performance of their firefighting duties. 
The greatest reward that we as firefighters can receive, is the knowledge that 
the citizens of Plaistow are aware and appreciative of our efforts. Your support 
in all of our endeavors is evidence of this awareness. It is greatly appreciated 
by aliwot ws. 


I express the thanks of the Board of Fire Engineers to Deputies Dick Latham 
and Brad Smith, who will be leaving the Board this year, for their contribution 
to the successes we had. Their cooperation and assistance has been a valuable 
tool for us. 


Commercial inspections and oil burner inspections under Inspector Bill Judson 
are done on a regular basis and have helped tremendously in fire safety in this 
area.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your business, our business, good business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest 
fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city 
forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in 
his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is not snow on the ground 
must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. 
All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon 
as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly 
by the town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire 
prevention and forest fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program 
has given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 


States.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
AND SANITARY LANDFILL 


Since taking over in October, 1980, the Highway Department has oiled approx- 
imately seven miles of road and hottopped a bad section of Smith Corner Road with 
a 11/2 inch of binder with the final coat of 1" of top to be done in the spring. 


Planned with the State Engineer, I supervised the installation of drainage 
at Sequioa Lane and then landscaped the same and supervised the installation of 
drainage pipe across the easement at the Elderly Project for future drainage in 
1s op 


The Highway Department erected numerous traffic warning signs and painted 
safety lines on hazardous sections of roadway. 


In the short time I have been here I can see a definite need for a full-time 
landfill operator in order for the Highway Department to be able to accomplish what 
we did in 1980 and what we plan to do in 1981. 


I intend to operate the sanitary landfill strictly by the rules and the man 
hired as landfill operator shares these views. He is very conscientious as are 
the rest of the men, concerning the way the Highway Department and sanitary 
landfill are seen by the residents of Plaistow. ; 


I feel the year 1981 will prove to you the needs and savings of a Highway 
Department versus a Road Agent System. 


In closing I would like to thank everyone for their cooperation and look 
forward to serving you to the best of my ability.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Entering into the decade of the 1980's, the Board of Selectmen has tried to 
make improvements which will preserve our small town character and quality of life, 
while allowing our government to be more effective, efficient, economical and 
responsive to our needs. We trust that a review of this annual report will confirm 
our opinion that in attaining these goals we have been successful. 


Our experience with a five person board continues to be good; discussion and 
debate, while longer, doubtless produce more thoughtful decisions. We have benefited 
for the first time by having a woman member of the Board. During the year we 
unfortunately lost, by resignation, Michael McPherson who had been so ably serving 
as our chairman. Lost to the service of the town too were Brenda Major and Terry 
Bourque our long time bookkeeper and census taker respectively. Both will be greatly 
missed. 


The duties of the Board of Selectmen are challenging and varied. Only salient 
features of our work can be reported here but townpeople are urged to attend meetings 


and read weekly meeting minutes to learn of the full range of activities in your 
behalf. 


Much of our work in the past year has been devoted to rationalizing procedures 
in town government. The Board has developed, adopted and instituted a formal personnel 
plan for town employees. The plan includes a personnel manual, job descriptions and 
position classifications, a salary and wage matrix on which all employees are placed, 
and an evaluation plan. Using the evaluation plan, employee performance was fairly 
reviewed and those rated high were awarded merit increases in salary. 


In another administrative first the Board has adopted regulations for the town 
cemetery. After a thorough review a complete set of policy regulations have been 
adopted. Also promulgated have been regulations for the use of the sanitary landfill. 
The Board has initiated a uniform bonding procedure for gravel pit owners and operations. 


Early in 1980 the Board initiated the first Student Government day for the 
town. The experience was a rewarding one for the students and provided a fresh look 
at town activities for the Board. The event is now planned as an anuual feature 
in town government. During the vear the Board formally adopted the town seal which 
had been designed for the 225th anniversery celebration. 


The selectmen have accepted the EDA funded waterline. This project extends 
fire protection services available to homes, businesses and public buildings in the 
center of town. Although problems continue to arise with the system the Board is 
regularly monitoring performance and problems. 


As part of new outreach initiative the Board this year inaugurated a series of 
meetings among area selectmen. The idea has taken hold with periodic meetings 
attended by selectmen, legislators and the public to exchange views of common problems 
facing local government officials. These sessions have proven valuable in surfacing 
solutions including those requiring legislative action. At the same time the Board 
has held public meetings with discreet groups of town employees and with all boards 
and employees serving the town. At the meetings information and concerns are exchanged 
and, we hope, as a by product smoother operation and fuller appreciation of respective 
responsibilities will emerge. The Board and the town officials met with officials 
from Haverhill, Massachusetts to discuss traffic problems on Route 125. 


Efforts to improve traffic conditions in town were made in several ways. Major 
roadwork was done to Sequoia Lane, Smith Corner Road, West Pine Street and at the 
intersection of Westville Road and Main Street. Second phase improvements have 
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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN (CONT.) 


been made on Greenough Road with future drainage and resurfacing work planned for 
1981. Selectmen took steps to make Harriman Road safer by having signs and travel 
markers installed and by lane lining. The Board applied for and received a matching 
erant from the N. H. Safety Agency for a hand-held radar unit. Having this 
equipment has enabled the police department to increase it's efficiency in patroling 
our streets, making them safer. 


In furtherance of the plans to enlarge the Lagasse site as a future public 
safety complex, the Board has had the property surveyed and through the long and short 
range planning committee has received architects renderings and studied sever at 
funding alternatives for the renovation of the existing building. 


In recognition of his many contributions to the town, Earl Smith was honored 
by the dedication of the recreation field in his name.. For the town green, the Lions 
Club during the year donated a flag pole light and a new larger flag. Another flag 
was donated to the town by Mr. and Mrs. Gordon Lewis. To deter acts of vandalism which 
were experienced on the green this year, lights have been installed around the building. 
Control of the library passed this year directly to the Board of Library Trustees 
who are having further renovations made on the second floor. 


One of the Board's goals for 1981 has already been accomplished at this writing. 
The town has purchased property atop Sweet Hill Road from Mrs. Sophie Gritzko. The 
property may eventually be used for water storage and pressure purposes. We are now 
studying water quality and acquisition of land for water storage and conservation 
purposes. 


The Board has been faced with new and more costly responsibilities in the care 
and treatment of juvenile cases. Steps have been taken to control or at least more 
closely monitor these cases in the future. 


We are especially pleased that a private developer has began construction of 
housing for sentor citizens. More facilities of this type and other subsidized housing 
will be goals for the Board in 1981. 


Other goals, briefly stated, are the adoption of a purchasing system ( the 
preliminary design of which was readied in 1980), the codification of town ordinances 
and selectmen's regulations, and continued upgrading of town roads. 


None of the work reported here could have been accomplished without the support 

and goodwill of the townpeople and those who serve the town as employees, elected 

officials and as members of the several Boards, Committees, and Departments. Special 
' thanks to those members of the Selectmen's office staff with whom we work most closely, 
our Administrative Assistant, Natalie Keeley,our clerk, Ruth Jenne and our new Bookkeeper, 
Margaret King. Our town is fortunate indeed to have so many people so willing 
to join in the building of good government and of a happy, wholesome and safe community. 
To all those people we express our deep thanks. We take this occasion to thank the 
Jownpeople for the trust and confidence given to us as a Board and as individuals and 
trust that your grant of authority to us has been used to your satisfaction.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


Civil Defense continues to function with a low profile. However, administratively 
we have attempted to address several potentially serious problems. 


The state has given much emphasis to the evacuation of towns within a ten 
mile radius of Seabrook, in the event of a melt-down of the nuclear plant there. 
Plaistow is outside this ten mile radius and therefore not included in these plans. 
Plaistow, however, would become a "host" town in the event of an evacuation from 
Seabrook, or from the Metropolitan Boston area. 


Being a "host" town would place untold burden on our citizens and resources. 
The schools could be utilized to house a number of people, but sewage and water 
would not be adequate for large numbers of people over an extended time. Some 
private property, of necessity would be utilized. We suggest the following be 
considered: 


(1) Installation of a warning system with public address capability, able 
to broadcast directions and instructions to the public. This could 
be accomplished for about $10,000.00. Some portion of the cost could 
be offset with federal funds. The system could. replace the air horns 
now on the fire station. 


(2) Adoption of town ordinances relative to accomodating displaced persons 
on public and private property, and removal from same. 


Only by taking adequate steps now, can we offer ourselves a reasonable assuranc 
of the protection of private and public property, and suitable control of individua 
while fulfilling the mandated "host" town requirement.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Visits to the library approximated 18,000 during 1980. Many patrons have 
expressed their appreciation of the availability of best sellers and popular 
periodicals. Inter-library loan requests totaled 179. Visits by school and 
kindergarten groups continue on a regular basis. A number of high-interest 
level paperbacks were purchased and are proving to be good reading incentive 
fort young readers. 


The Friends of the Library currently sponsor preschool story hours weekly 
and ones for older children on special occasions. They made a major purchase of 
$900 for a table and six matching chairs for the Junior Reference area. This 
section is dedicated to former trustee Ruth Cook and a plaque was presented 
to her in recognition of her many years of service to the library. The Friends ~ 
also sponsored a dinner theater evening and obtained a calculator for the 
library from the proceeds. They entertained Summer Vacation Reading Club winners, 
paid for rebinding of books, purchased eight book and cassette sets for the 
children and subscribed for free passes to the Museum of Fine Arts. The passes 
will again be available in the coming year, and we hope that residents will 
take advantage of this opportunity. A Senior Friends Group was also formed 
and met regularly for a social hour and craft making. Items made were sold 
to benefit the library. 


A children's play was presented during National Library Week, and two movie 
showings were held during the year. We would like to have more programs of this 
type; however, it does necessitate having them during closed hours in order not 
to disturb other patrons. Eventually, we hope to hold programming in the upstairs 
area, and a contract has been signed to begin the initial renovations. Therefore, 
it is: necessary for us to request that future donations of books, etc. be held 
in abeyance due to the temporary lack of space. 


As voted on at Town Meeting, the septic system and well have been replaced. 


Laurie Houlihan was appointed Assistant Librarian in January. Among her 
principal duties will be children's services and overdue procedures. Jennie 
LeBlanc has been appointed substitute. The staff also includes Librarian 
Assistant Flo Rullo and Aide Lisa Rowe. Former Librarian Muriel Herrick currently 
works two hours weekly continuing a much-needed inventory. 


Weeding of old, outdated materials in the Young Adult Fiction area was 
undertaken this past year. We have maintained important selections and disposed 
of the rest through book sales and donations. 


The New Hampshire State Library currently provides us with two new services. 
A centralized card-cataloging service and an in-depth search on a specific subject 
is now available through Data Base. Cooperation with area libraries continues to 
be maintained through the Merri-Hill—Rock-Cooperative. 


Because of the large number of outstanding overdue books, and to provide an 
incentive for their return, the Trustees voted to increase the cost of fines as 


of 1981. It is hoped that this will help facilitate the access of materials to 
other patrons. 


Trustees also voted to initiate a trial period of two additional open hours 
on Saturdays during the first three months of 1981. This was in response to 
requests, and also to aid Junior High students preparing for their science fair. 
To compensate, we will close one-half hour earlier on open evenings. Changes will

extend through March and future planning will be based on the response. 
The Trustees and Staff would like to thank all who supported the library 


during the year and extend a special thank you to the Friends. We look forward 
to serving the community in the coming year.

This coming year we hope to purchase another new 
mower to replace the remaining old mower. This will give us two new mowers 
to work with paid for by the town in two separate years. © 


With the constant mowing that is required at the cemetery we require heavy 
duty mowers so that there are not a lot of expensive repair bills. Maintaining 
them properly as we do should make the mowers last four or five years. 


With the high cost of gas and oil and the minimum wage at $3.35 per hour 
and the time required for just one mowing, it is not hard to see why our expenses 
have gone up. We not only mow but spend considerable time trimming around the 
head stones and filling in sunken graves to give a gradual improvement in 
appearance for years to come. Also part of our budget goes into cleaning and 
raking up from the numerous trees that adorn our cemetery. We are constantly 
straightening stones to keep ahead and improve the general appearance of 
the cemetery. 


In the late winter or early spring it is necessary to put a chain across 
the main entrance to keep cars out so that they won't get stuck in the mud and 
leave ruts which require additional labor. Please understand that you may get 
into the cemetery either on foot or by using the second roadway. 


We still have lots available for anyone wishing to purchase them. Please 
feel free to set up an appointment with me so that you may inspect and choose 
a lot that will be adequate for your future familv needs. 


In closing let me thank all those in the Town Office and the people of 
Plaistow for their continued cooperation to help me in doing my job to the best 
of my ability.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The year 1980 was relatively quiet as far as tree problems were concerned. Five 
trees were removed by contract. All of these trees were dead or in the process of 
dying due to Dutch Elm disease. Additionally, a considerable amount of dead wood 
was removed from roadside trees where it was felt to be hazardous to traffic and 
pedestrians. All burnable wood from these trees was left to abutters. 


The stump removal program begun last year was continued again this year. Eight 
stumps along roadsides were ground out and filled with loam. The purpose of this 
program is to facilitate snow removal efforts and add to traffic safety. 


In the spring of 1980 it was cooperatively decided by the Conservation Comm- 
ission and the Board of Selectmen that a long range tree planting effort should 
be initiated. Money was appropriated for the purchase of 38, 8' to 10' Swedish 
Maples. These trees were planted in various locations around town. Most were 
planted in areas where tree losses were most evident. The continuation of this 
program is planned for the spring of 1981. 


The results of the program should be measured in the long term. Tree losses 
due to disease, road salts and old age over the past years have caused noticeable 
changes along town roadsides. Hopefully, this program will compensate for these 


losses. 


In summary, 1980 was a productive year for the Town and its' efforts to improve 
the quality of the environment.

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REPORT OF THE 
ROCKINGHAM COUNTY WEST HOMEMAKER SERVICE 


Thanks to the support received from the Plaistow Town Meeting and Rockingham 
County, Homemaker services have been available through the Derry Visiting Nurse 
Association's Homemaker service since July, 1979. Any health needs identified 
by our homemaking staff are referred to the Haverhill Visiting Nurse Association 
so that every effort is made to coordinate home care between agencies for the 
most benefit to the individual or family. 


Homemaking Service as provided through a professional, voluntary agency 
supported by public funds, such as ours, cannot be for convenience only. It 
must meet a need related to problems of chronic or temporary illness, problems of 
aging, handicapping conditions or family stress. Trained homemakers, working 
according to supervised service plans, can provide assistance with light house- 
keeping tasks, errands, laundry and meal preparation on a visiting basis. As 
a general rule they are scheduled to visit several individuals daily for one to 
two hours each rather than to stay for long periods in one home. 


Homemaker services are designed to help individuals to remain in their homes 
and avoid or delay the need for institutional care, which is usually much more 
expensive and traumatic than home health care. 

Funding for the service comes from five sources: 

(1) Title XX of the Social Security Act 

(2) State Council on Aging grant 

(3) County appropriations 

(4) Town appropriations 

(5) Sliding scale fees 

Title XX and State Council on Aging funds are restricted to services for 
individuals whose income, or age, falls within specific guidelines. County and 
Town funds are used to support services for those individuals and families who 


do not meet those guidelines and to support the cost of scaled fees.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE 


Although the Plaistow Highway Safety Committee has been in existence for 
only three years, it has accomplished several things which make highways in town 
safer for both motorists and pedestrians. 


The Committee operates without a budget, many items donated by individuals 
on the committee. It has no power, per se, but is an advisory board with an 
obligation to make recommendations and suggestions to selectmen and other town 
bodies. 


Committee members, with the help of residents, have also drawn up a list of 
priority target areas and are working with state agencies to accomplish more. 


One of the functions of the committee is to review plans submitted to the 
Planning Board and make recommendations which would pertain to highway safety. 
In this vein, members have reviewed more than 50 project throughout the town and 
either made suggestions of minor changes in driveway location or agreed with the 
submitted plans. 


Several major projects recommended by the committee have become realities 
and included the revised exit and entrance pattern at State Line Plaza which is 
working reasonably well, the relocation of utility pole at the intersection of 
Main Street and Westville Road; and the elimination of on-street parking on 
several streets including Greenough Road near the Vic Geary Center, Main Street 
near Witch Lane and Main Street near May Ray Avenue. These areas of town were 
among those with high accident freqency. 


Among other projects the committee has addressed is the 'No Left Turn" at 
Haseltine Street, several stop signs and elimination of passing on Route 125, 
This last was accomplished through cooperation of local and state bodies, 
especially area legislatures, upon recommendation of the committee. 


State highway officials have indicated that improvements are many years 
down the road and committee members have launched what they call "Operation 
Bandaid". At the close of 1980, "Phase II", the Route 125 - Wentworth Avenue 
intersection, had top priority with on-going study. 


Among other problems the committe is keeping in mind and working tu solve 
are the North Avenue —- Main Street intersection, Main Street - Jesse George 
Road intersection and the East Road - Route 125 intersection. This last item, 
following the committee's suggestion of a "No Left Turn" sign at che railroad 
bridge, is presently being addressed by the state highway department with major 
reconstruction proposed. 


We invite residents to our meetings which are held on the last Tuesday of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. in Town Hall. We also invite residents to notify us of 


any potentially dangerous highway situations.

The pump house located off Maple Avenue is checked every two days. 
The whole pump house and its' working operation is connected directly to 
Plaistow Fire Department's dispatcher 24 hours a day. There is a recorder 
that also puts on tape a reading for information telling the water pressure 
at all times. 


The system can pump 3000 G.P.M. if needed. The man-made reservoir has 
over a million gallons storage. 


There have been line problems in the past but I feel we have come a long 
way with the system.
